Even if you don’t have the special pass 
to be able to get off the train at this stop, you can 


-do so anyway and get to enjoy a little bit of the 


butler service, the string quartet and a sip of wine 
before you are escorted back to the edge of the 
platform and put on the next train out. 


NEW RULES ABOUT PETS - 

Pets are welcome on Hamptons Subway for the 
most part, but as far as the long list of animals not 
allowed, such as boa constrictors and tarantulas, 
we are scrapping that—who wants to read that 
long list anyway—and we have replaced it with 
a rule that reads as a slogan. To wit: “If it roars, 
growls, bites or hisses, leave it at home with the 
mister or misses.”

DRONE “HAWKS” GRADUATE TO JEWEL THIEVERY 
In recent months, the Hamptons. Police have 
received sporadic calls from people reporting 
that sandwiches or other foodstuffs have been 
whisked from their hands as they ve been walking 
on the beach or in open fields. The callers have 
often been under the impression that they have 
been attacked by hawks looking for a free lunch, 
but the police have had good reason to suspect 
otherwise. “Hawks don’t go for sandwiches,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“They like to capture their food alive.” Given this 


biological fact, the police have been operating 
under the assumption that the food was actually 
being stolen by drone aircraft disguised as hawks. 
The police investigation was proceeding slowly 
and methodically. “We felt we had a pretty good 
understanding of what was actually happening,” 
says Hirsch. “What we couldn’t figure out was 
why. Who would want to come up with a highly 
sophisticated, expensive and skill-intensive way 
of taking half-eaten sandwiches and snacks away 
from hikers? It didn’t make sense.” 

Events that took place this past weekend might 
provide investigators with an answer to this 
unresolved question. Warmer temperatures and 
the start of the summer resort season meant 
that greater numbers of people were out on 
the streets, and these were wealthier people 
than are typical in the off-season. Many women 
were wearing expensive necklaces and bracelets. 
“Around noon on Saturday the calls started 
coming in,” says Hirsch. “A hawk stole my 
pearls!’ ‘A hawk made off with my priceless 
Rolex!’ It was a bloodbath out there!” Though 
by the time the police arrived on the scene there 
wasn't a hawk in sight, the officers quickly put 


two and two together and realized that there 
was more than likely a connection between the 
sandwich thefts of the last few months and the 
jewel thefts on Saturday. “The modus operandi is 
awfully similar,” says Hirsch. 

Police now believe that the food thefts, which 
took place in relatively unpopulated areas, were a 
form of “target practice” for the drone operators 
in preparation for the jewel thefts, which took 
place amidst crowds of people. “We think the _ 
sandwiches were swiped just so they could get — 
the hang of it,” says Hirsch. “They were working 
out the kinks in relatively safe spaces. Now, 
apparently, they feel bold enough to strike targets 
of real value even on densely packed sidewalks.” 
The new seriousness of the attacks has taken 
police by surprise, admits Hirsch. “Look, when 
they were just taking some guy’s ham and Swiss, 
we were frankly not that concerned. So we’ve got 
some catching up to do.” Until they catch the 
perpetrators, police are advising people to stick to 
wearing costume jewelry in public spaces.

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Climbing Mount Misery 


The Tallest Mountain in the World Is Unconquered No More 


BY DAN RATTINER 


March 27, 2018 

Charlotte, Scott and I arrived in Sag Harbor 
at 4 p.m. yesterday and spent our last night in 
civilization at Baron’s Cove. This morning, we 
met with the seven East Hampton Bonackers we 
hired as sherpas for the climb up Mount Misery. 
All appeared quite hardy and ready, although 
nervous. There are many legends about what 
might be up top there above the clouds. But 
nobody has ever succeeded in climbing Mount 
Misery, and only a few of those who’ve tried have 
come back down. Our guide asked to be paid 
for the five-day expedition—three days up and 
one down—in advance. We had no choice but to 
oblige them. 


March 28, 2018 

At dawn, we agreed we should do a practice 
run. Instead of Mount Misery, we sent the 
Bonackers ahead to set up a nylon ultra-light 
tent at the top of Turkey Hill, a nearby peak that 
has frequently been climbed. It was from Turkey 
Hill during the War of 1812 that the militia rained 
cannonballs down on British Redcoats who were 
trying, unsuccessfully, to make a landing at Long 
Wharf. After a hearty breakfast, we left Baron’s 
Cove at 8 a.m. and set up a Sea level supply base 
at the corner of Rysam and Bay Streets, in front 
of Billy Joel’s house. After an arduous but short 
climb using cleats, grappling hooks, pickaxes 
and nylon climbing ropes, we arrived at the 
stone monument atop Turkey Hill. Our skintight 
nylon Himalayan climbing tights under goose 
down mountaineering suits kept us warm in the 
20° weather, and the Bonackers had a warm 


ra 
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soup dinner ready in the tent when we arrived. 
Prominent Sag Harbor residents came by in 
the evening for tea to wish us luck, including 
Billy Joel, Ted Conklin and Pat Malloy, and we 
thanked them for their company. After they left, 
we got the maps out and plotted our route up 
Mount Misery again. We debated starting the 
climb from the Sagg Road side as had been done 
before by others, but again wound up deciding 
to take the route up the steep south face from 
Collingswood. Sir Edmund Hillary and Tenzing 
Norgay tried it that way before their Mt. Everest 
climb in 1953. Although they failed at Mount 
Misery like everyone else from either side, they 
did say they felt this was the only way up. If it was 
good enough for them, it’s good enough for us. At 
least they got down safe, a feat in itself. 

The three of us slept well in the tent on High 
Street at Turkey Hill, and the Bonackers slept on 
the grass nearby. They are used to that. 


March 29 

Dawn breaks and we are off. We're excited and 
eager, the three of us in front, and the Bonackers 
single file behind. We got up to Survivors Camp 
after 14 hard hours of climbing. Its named 
that for those who gave up the next morning 
and were just glad to get back after failing, but 
surviving. As expected, the wind is howling. The 
temperature is -10°. 


March 30 
We tackled the famous Backbreak Face beneath 
the clouds, setting our grappling hooks and ropes 
in a screeching rain. Arriving at Woozy Ledge 
safe, Scott argued we should turn back, we had 


gone far enough. But Charlotte and I are adamant 


that we continue, so we will. Only a few have 
gotten to Woozy Ledge. We saw an old radio 


locked in the ice. Looked like the one Tenzing 


used in 1952, which he lost. We left it. Brickman, 
one of the Bonackers, felt sick after eating some 
of the Cliff Shot energy gels we break open for 
food. He’d had one of the peanut butter ones.

March 31 


We climbed into the underside of the clouds. { 
Visibility five feet. Temperature -20°. Many 


granite outcroppings and boulders appear 
suddenly. And a near disaster. Charlotte, 
although using chalk on her hands, lost her grip 
and tumbled, only surviving because of the line 
that ties us together. Arrive at the abandoned 
remnants of High Base Camp at 9 p.m. We are 
down to three Bonackers now. One gave up, 
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two died on the trail. No choice. We left them. 
Tomorrow we climb to where no man has been 
before, through the clouds. Hopefully, we reach 
the top in the evening, but we don’t really know. 
Nobody knows. If it’s an extra one day further up, 
that would be fine, but two more days further up, 
we will run out of supplies. In our goose down 
sleeping bags, we hear the coyotes howl this 
night. How they could live up here is beyond me. 


April 1 
Is Mount Misery is the tallest mountain in the 
world? We hope to have the answer by nightfall. 
Midday the sun peeks through the clouds for 
a moment, and it is searing. Thank God for 
polarized goggles. But the clouds close it up. A 
temporary treat and a good sign. 


April 2 
Last night, no peak. A disappointment. We set 
the tent on the incline. The clouds remain tight. 
Almost no visibility. How much further, we do 
not know. But we're going to continue. We are 
going to go on half rations. 
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NEW IN TOWN? LOOKING FOR MISERY? 


April 3 

Scott has the shakes and is running a fever. We 
ice-pick up and up. We are now out of radio and 
telephone range. But the clouds still hide us into 
the night. A seven-foot white bear prowls and 
snarls around our tent at four in the morning. An 
ice storm rattles our nylon tent. We are going to 
rest tomorrow—we have to. The following day we 
hope will be the final thrust to the top. 


April 4 
Two of the three remaining Bonackers carry 
Scott on a litter, higher and higher. He is talking 
rapidly, voice shaky, sometimes delirious. The 
altimeter gauge shows we're at the height of Mr. 
Everest. Mount Misery really is the tallest peak in 
the world. But we remain in the clouds. 


April 5 
It’s happened. The clouds brighten. We are 
up now at 29,302 feet and suddenly, we are in 


bright sunshine. And there it is, the peak, the 
very top just another hundred yards ahead of us. 
Scott stirs, then climbs down from the stretcher, 
energized by the heat of the sun in spite of the 
-55° temperature. It’s amazing. We are here. We 
scamper along now on all fours, cheering and 
howling to the very peak. The peak is just off- 
center of this island above the clouds, 300 yards 
in diameter. The remaining two Bonackers take 
pictures of us three happily holding the Stars 
and Stripes at the very top. We set the camera 
down on photo delay and have it take pictures of 
all five of us. We stay here staring at the horizon 
of billowing clouds below in every direction for 
two hours—flashes of lightning go off—until the 
sun sets over what must be Southampton. We 
sing patriotic songs, then eat the final bits of 
rations and slide into sleeping bags in our tent. 
The wind screeches, the full moon shines through

the nylon rising from the horizon. Tomorrow we 
head back down. 


April 6 

We're moving down swiftly into the billowing 
clouds, exhausted, hungry but exhilarated. And 
we have news. The Stars and Stripes is staked 
out at the top, frozen in place. Someday, others 
will see it there. People say that the Old Whalers’ 
Church on Union Street in Sag Harbor is the 
tallest building on Long Island. But they are 
wrong. We did not see her steeple punching 
through up there. Our guess .is that a years- 
ago catastrophe ripped off the top in the 
swirling clouds. We arrive for a solid rest at 
Survivor Camp. 


April 7 
Back down. Celebration time.

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The Hamptons Is First in Many Things, but What Has It Gotten Us?

he Hamptons is first in the eyes of eee 
Werre first for beaches, first for the oldest 

lighthouse, first for the most beautiful downtowns, 
first for the sunlight, celebrated by artists for its 
subtle colorings. We’re first in the number of 
old English windmills, first in per-capita wealth 
and, first in the highest private home sale price 
in America. The first English settler in the state 
landed in East Hampton and Montauk holds 
more deep sea fishing records—39—than any 
other fishing village in the world. 

We're even first in government. In the 
State Assembly there are 150 assemblymen from 
150 districts. Guess which is the 1st District? Us. 
Fred Thiele is our Assemblyman from the ist 
District. In the Suffolk County Legislature there 
are 18 districts. We not only have the County 
Legislator from the ist District (Al Krupski) 
we also have the County Legislator from the 
2nd District (Bridget Fleming.) 

Did you ever think about that? The state of New 
York stretches for 600 miles from one end to the 
other. We here in the Hamptons are just a little 
tail that sticks out from the East End. Wouldn't 
you think the first district would be in Buffalo 
and then stretch out to the East? Or it would 


have made more sense to make the First District 
in Manhattan, which is the biggest city in the 
state, and then stretch out to the north and east. 
But no. 

Somebody, somewhere sat down and 
said, let’s start this at the Montauk Lighthouse. 
First District. 

This might even have been in colonial times. The 
Villages of the East End were founded beginning 
in 1640, long before 1776. Southampton and 
Southold argue about being either the first or 
second English towns in the New York State. One 
is first, the other is second—it comes down to 
whether you count somebody sitting down on a 
tree stump for a little while, probably the first tree 
stump and saying “we in Southold did this over 
here and not by you over in Southampton” while 
those in Southampton say “it was the other way 
around.” We celebrate having the first English 
resident in the state—Lion Gardiner—and claim 
that honor for the East End. Gardiner settled on 
an island that a Dutch explorer, sailing by, called 
Isle of Wight. Its name was changed to Gardiner’s 
Island when Gardiner got here in 1639, and it 
has been passed down for 17 generations and 
is now owned by one of his descendants. It is 
today the first and largest privately-owned 
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island handed down all in one family in America. — 

So what has it gotten us, being first like this? — 
Well—stuff. When somebody from the East End ~ 
speaks, the whole country listens. We’re number — 
one, and proud of it. Don’t mess with success. 

We've had presidents here. Richard Nixon 
wrote the acceptance speech for his second 
presidential nomination at Gurney’s Inn in ~ 
Montauk. Everybody listened. President Chester 4 
Arthur is supposed to have spent some time out © . 
here. He didn’t speak much, but when he did, ~ 
people listened. President John Tyler married 
an East End girl when he was in the White © 
House. He was the first and only President to — 
get married in the White House. And he was in ~ 
East Hampton several times. When he spoke, 
people listened. President Bill Clinton and his — 
wife Hillary Rodham Clinton have spent summer ~ 
vacations out here for years, and when he spoke, 
people listened, but perhaps not enough. 

So just remember, if you are from here, or if | 3 
you live out here, or lived out here and moved 
away, that we're first in all these things. And — 
nobody can take that away from us. : 

Oh yeah, and we think that the First American ~ 
Flag was made out here, in Bridgehampton. No — 
real proof just yet, but we’re working on it. #& 
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Eighth Grade Beach Day Tradition Ends

prings School has cancelled Beach Day. 

A friend of mine with a daughter in the 
eighth grade told me about it. Beach Day has 
been a tradition for at least half a century. A 
few days before graduation in June—high 
school is next—the teachers take the students to 
Main Beach for a day of fun. As it’s a school day, 
it’s something the kids remember for the rest of 
their lives. 

“I had Beach Day,” my friend said. J wanted 
to be able to share Beach Day with my daughter.” 

“Why did they cancel it?” 

“My daughter said she thought it had something 
to do with insurance. I don’t know. It was going 
to come up at a school board meeting and she 
was so upset, she wanted me to take her to it so 


_ She could speak up. It was last Monday.” 


“What happened?” 

“It wasn't about insurance at all. The school 
board explained it. It was about safety. The 
problem was, as they told us, there are big waves. 
There are flies at the beach. Kids could get 
sunburned. Or cancer. They could get abducted 
or victimized by child molesters.” 

“Our beach?” 

“They said that when the sea is involved you 
need to have a ratio of 1 teacher to 25 kids. We 
don’t have that.” 

All the parents and kids who came to this 
school board meeting were aghast that Beach 
Day was being cancelled. They spoke up. This is 
a beach town. The kids have been going to the 
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AT LEAST THEY’LL HAVE ALL SUMMER TO ENJOY THE BEACH 


beach all their lives. Nobody has ever died on 
Beach Day. What was different? 

The new Springs Superintendent, Deborah 
Winter, late of Center Island School District, told 
them the ocean was different. How it is different, 
she didn’t say. 

“And NOBODY’s in the water,” my friend said. 
“It’s June. The water temperature is 60°. So why 
the 1 to 25 rule? Anyway, many of these kids are 
junior lifeguards. My daughter is one.” 

Several of my kids went to the Springs School. 
They are all grown now. I texted my daughter 
in San Francisco about this. She wrote back 
about her daughter Solange, who is 16, raised in 
San Francisco. 

“I can’t believe that this is happening in 
Springs. Solange’s class goes to the bay under the 
Golden Gate Bridge at some obscure campsite 
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where they spend the night and swim and do all 
sorts of things, and their stuff is gone through by 
raccoons. And we have not even signed a waiver.” 

I still live in Springs. I talked to a local woman I 
know. She too was amazed to hear Beach Day was 
cancelled. She went to Beach Day in eighth grade 
back in the 1990s. 

“Nobody goes in the water,” she said. “Mostly, 
it’s about the boys looking at the girls in bathing 
suits. What’s the big deal?” 

Yes, things can go wrong. She told me about a 
Beach Day that Springs School held at Albert’s 
Landing Beach last year for the third grade. Her 
son is a third grader. She was there. This is a bay 
beach, tiny waves. One of the other kids stepped 
on a board that had a nail in it. 

“The teachers did nothing. They’re not allowed 
to touch a kid. We mothers took care of it. Thank 
goodness we were there.” 

I called Eric Casale, the principal at the Springs 
School. He told me it was true about eighth grade 
Beach Day being cancelled. 

“It’s primarily about safety. For instance, a 
teacher is not permitted to put suntan lotion on 
a kid. This is a lot of eighth graders. And who 
knows what could happen to them at the beach. 
Just keeping track of them is a considerable 
concern. There have been incidents which I can’t 
get into. We're going to beef up other events 
around graduation, but they'll all be on campus. 
We're doing the best that we can. Things are not 
what they used to be.”

The One That Stays on 24 Hours a Day Awaiting a Pedestrian

ome day, aliens from outer space are going 

to stumble upon the elaborate contraptions 
that humans now have in place to allow other 
humans to cross the street. They will marvel 
at the thick white lines crossing the road, the 
embedded lights in the street that flash when you 
push the button on the post and the yellow, metal 
sign with the black lettering on it. 

The aliens might try to talk to it, or, failing that, 
yell at it. Getting no response, they might write to 
their home planet, describing it. It could be the 
subject of an academic article in an alien planet 
scientific journal. 

Personally, I am at least partially responsible 
for having crosswalk contraptions brought into 
general use in the Hamptons. About 10 years ago, 
I came upon one such contraption in downtown 
Palo Alto, California. Southampton was looking 


for something to assist people crossing the street.

I took a short video of it and sent it back to then 
Mayor Mark Epley in Southampton. 

Such contraptions are now in general use in 
many of the old colonial villages here in the 
Hamptons. One downtown recently got its first 
one. It’s in Bridgehampton, crossing Main Street 
right in front of the library. 

It looks like the run-of-the-mill contraption. 
But there is something odd about it. I frequently 
drive down Bridgehampton’s Main Street. One 
morning I saw the lights embedded in the road 
flashing as I went by. I slowed and looked around 
for people crossing, but there weren’t any. You 
know, once you press the button it stays on for 
a good 40 seconds or so, long enough for even 


dawdler pedestrians to cross. That means a fast — 


person might be long across and the lights seem 
to flash on and on for no reason. Anyway, I didn’t 
think anything of it. 

Later that afternoon, I saw the same thing. 


Lights flashing, nobody around. 
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It took about four days for me to realize 
that the lights in this particular crosswalk are 


always on. Furthermore, they have them as a line 


of flashing on all four borders of the yellow sign | : 


by both sides of the road all the time. 
At first, I thought the contraption was broken, 


or perhaps installed improperly. But as the 


days went by, I realized they must have been 
deliberately left on. The people installing the 
system must have told the authorities, “Well 
there’s a setting for how long they stay on, so 
what would you like? Most people go so and so, 
what about you here?” 2 

There’s something spooky about having them 
on all the time. It occurs to you as you slow down, 
look both ways and see nobody, that there might 
be ghosts or apparitions crossing the road. You 
could hit them. But where are they? 


Another thought that crossed my mind was — 


that it might be a good thing to INVITE people to 


cross the road here. Give it something to do. Here 
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it is, flashing and blinking. 
Let’s give this puppy a 
reason to live, what do you 
say? Come on, everybody, 
let’s get down here and cross 
the road. 

Maybe the people who 
are in charge of this figured, 


people in the crosswalk is 


when people were not in the 
crosswalk would be even 
better. It would give frequent 
drivers such as myself the 
knowledge that there is a 
reason to stop coming up 
ahead, because that’s what — 
you do when the crosswalk ~ 
is flashing. It’s the law. But 
then you get there and there’s 
nobody, so you creep through. Hmm. 

Why don’t they just have a STOP sign there, 
if that’s what they want? Be on the lookout 
for all those people carrying books crossing by 
the library. 

And there’s at least four things wrong about 
having the crosswalk on all the time, from an 
environmental perspective. One is that with it 
flashing 24 hours a day, it’s consuming electricity 
by the bushel. Another is that something flashing 
like that in an old English colonial town is 
illegal. They give out tickets if you have a sign on 
Main Street doing that. Then there’s the issue of 
disturbing the neighborhood and the people living 
in the apartments over the stores, with the lights

flashing on and off all night. And it’s in violation 

of the dark skies regulations, which forbid lights 

shining unnecessarily all night, particularly up. 
And then there is this about the lights embedded 


in the road. Unlike at other crosswalks, which 


flash admirably on the ground when someone 
presses the button (or disturbs the invisible 
light laser by walking between the two low white 
posts in more recent versions), these lights are 
embedded so low as to be little more than slits 
to approaching motorists. It’s as if there were 
an underground room beneath the hash lines 
and they left the flashing lights on down there, 
visible through these slits near the ceiling. It 
might be visible in the dead of night. During the 
day, though, you don’t notice them at all until 


you are right up to them, 
when it is too late to do 
anything about it. Uh, oh, 
you think. Then, Whew! 
Didn’t hit anybody. 

I leave this article 
thinking that perhaps this 
situation is really about 
our Town Supervisor, Jay 
Schneiderman, letting 
these blinking lights on 
all day and night, saying, 
essentially, here I am and 
I've provided our village 
with the safety of blinking 
lights in the crosswalk even 
if you are just approaching 
the crosswalk or just 
thinking about approaching 
the crosswalk and you don’t

365 SAGAPONACK ESTABLISHED 

Though it wasn’t settled by Josiah Stanborough 
until 1656, in January 1653, “there was made 
the Division of lande called Sagaponack,” which 
extended from Flying Point to the East Hampton 
boundary line lying mainly between Mecox Rd, 
Fairfield and Bridge lanes on the north and the 
ocean on the south. 


360 AGREEMENT ON LAND USE 
BETWEEN THE MONTAUKETT SACHEM 
AND THE TOWN OF EAST HAMPTON 

On May 22, 1658; Lion Gardiner and 
the Town of East Hampton made an agreement 
with Wyandanch, Sachem of the Montaukett 
people. The agreement focused on land use, 

reflecting conflict over English Colonists’ 
roaming cattle disrupting native life and 
farming. Per the agreement, the East Hampton 
Colonists agreed to build a fence in an area that 
runs from “the South Beach near Georgica to 
the Harbour on the North Side,” and to contain 
their cattle for the corn-growing season. The 
Montauketts agreed not to burn swamps and 
marshes for a certain period of the season. 
The Montauketts agreed to give East Hampton 
the right of first refusal on any sale of the 


Montauk Peninsula. Lion Gardiner and his heirs 
received the right to bring over from Gardiner’s 
Island up to 10 cattle for use of common acreage for 
the winter. The East Hampton settlers gained the 
right mow hay in an area known as “Noantoquitt.” 


335 ISLIP SETTLED 
In 1683 William Nicholl bought a tract of land 
from the Connetquot Indians. He called his 
manor Islip after his hometown in England. 


335 SUFFOLK COUNTY ESTABLISHED 

In 1683 Suffolk County was founded as one the 
12 original counties of the Province of New York. 
The original boundary remains largely intact. 


330 YOUNGS-COYLE HOUSE 

The oldest house in Greenport, known today as 
the Youngs-Coyle House, was built by Col. John 
Youngs, the eldest son of the Rev. John Youngs, 
the Puritan minister who founded Southold Town 
in 1640. Back then the house was located on what 
is now Robinson Road, at the head of Sterling 
Creek. The house was enlarged in 1727 and was 
operating as a duck farm in 1901. At that point, 
according to research done by Jerry Cibulski, the 
home’s listing agent when it sold in 2016, another 
house was built to the north. The owner of that 
home decided the Young-Coyle home hid his 
view of Greenport. Harbor. The home was then 
divided into three sections: The kitchen wing was 
moved to a lot on Second Street, the mill was 
relocated to Route 48, near Sterling Cemetery,

In 1757, at the age of 25, Isaac Van Scoy 
married Mercy Edwards and cleared land for a 
farm in Northwest Woods. When their first child 
was born in 1758, he planted, which was five 
feet high. In 1934 the tree was 98 feet high and 
measured 17 feet 5 inches in circumference one 
foot above the ground. It blew down in the 1938 
hurricane, but bits of it still lie on the ground. 


225 FIRST CIRCULATING LIBRARY 
IN SOUTHAMPTON ESTABLISHED 
The first circulating library in Southampton 
Town opened in_ Bridgehampton in 
1793. It consisted of 173 volumes at the home 
of Mr. Levi Hildreth, who, in lieu of 
payment, was permitted to read the books. It 
was mainly the efforts of Stephen Burroughs, 
a teacher, which resulted in the library, 
though the book selection was a matter 
of controversy between him and the Rev. 
Woolworth. Burroughs was described in 
History of Southampton New York (1918) 
as “possessing much personal magnetism 
and intellectual curiosity” while being “a 
person of decided opinions and 
undecided morals.”

In 1858 it 
was moved to Wainscott, eventually becoming 
the Wainscott Public Library in 1912. It was 


moved to Montauk in 1922, before making the 3 


move to Georgica. 


190 HAPPY BIRTHDAY 
MARGARET OLIVIA SLOCUM SAGE 
(MRS. RUSSELL SAGE) 

By far the greatest philanthropist Sag 
Harbor has ever known—though April Gornik 
is certainly chasing her coattails—Margaret 
Olivia Slocum Sage was responsible for, among 
other things, Mashashimuet Park, Pierson 


-High School and a now demolished brick 


railroad depot in the village. In 1909, Sage, 
comfortably ensconced in her mansion 
(which is now the-Sag Harbor Whaling 
and Historical Museum), decided that Sag 
Harbor needed its own library.

HAMPTON BAYS BUILT 
At 170 feet tall, the Ponquogue Lighthouse in 
Hampton Bays was completed in 1858. It was 
demolished in 1948. 


160 SAINT LUKE’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
IN EAST HAMPTON BUILT . 
Saint Luke’s Episcopal Church at 18 James 
Lane in East Hampton was built in 1858. That 
building was replaced by the current, stone 
ediface in 1910. stlukeseasthampton.org 


145 TURKEY BRIDGE IN 
WESTHAMPTON BUILT 
Turkey Bridge, the first bridge to be built 
across Aspatuck Creek, carried Westhampton’s 
East Main Street on to Quiogue. 


145 RACE ROCK LIGHTHOUSE 
ON FISHERS ISLAND 

In 1838, $3,000 was appropriated by Congress 
for a lighthouse at Race Rock Reef, a dangerous 
set of rocks in Long Island Sound, southwest 
of Fishers Island, but the money was never 
expended. In 1852, the Lighthouse Board 
reported: “Various efforts have been made, 
and numerous appropriations expended, in 
endeavoring to place an efficient and permanent 
mark on this point. Buoys cannot be kept 
on it, and spindles have hitherto only 
remained until the breaking up of the ice in 
the spring.” Construction began in April 1871. 
The lighthouse was completed, at a total cost of 
$278,716, in 1873. 


145 FIRST PEKING DUCKS ARRIVE 
ON LONG ISLAND 
A New York merchant named James Palmer 
left Peking, China with 25 ducks in 1873. Four 


months later he arrived in New York with nine 
surviving ducks, which are the ancestors to all of 
Long Island’s Peking ducks. A man by the name of 
Warren Washington Hallock started raising this 
new breed. Within several years, his small duck 
farm had grown and led to additional farmers 
deciding to try their hand at the business as 
well. Eventually these businesses led to Eastport 
being known as the “Duck Capital” of the world. 
The industry prospered for nearly 80 years until 
New York State set regulations to help curb 
the pollution from these farms, resulting in the 
closure of many smaller duck farms. Curiously, 
according to the Westhampton Beach Historical 
Society, though the bay appears cleaner now, 
when the duck farms were most abundant—so 
were the clams, mussels and fish. Even eels and 
crabs were so abundant that they were shipped 
by the barrel to New York. Yet today, eels are 
practically nonexistent. : 


120 MAIDSTONE INN BEGINS 
CONSTRUCTION 

Construction of the Maidstone Inn, built by 
the Maidstone Improvement Company, began 
in 1898 and was completed in 1901. The Inn 
was designed by architect Isaac H. Green Jr. of 
Sayville, who also designed the Maidstone 
Club’s first two clubhouses (which burned down 
in 1901 and 1921), Dr. Everett Herrick’s Pudding 
Hill house on Ocean Avenue, and Lorenzo G. 
Woodhouse’s Greycroft on Huntting Lane. 
The Maidstone Inn was considered to be East

In 1898, the residents built a post 
office, only to discover a Franklinville already 
existed in Cattaraugus County in Western New 
York. A vote was taken to rename the place. The 
final tally was Laurel 13, Sequana 9. 


115 THE GRIFFING HOUSE BUILT 
The Griffing House at 268 Main Street in 
Westhampton Beach was built in 1803 and served 
as a tavern and inn for stagecoach runs between 
Sag Harbor and Brooklyn. The stagecoach began 
running in 1772 and took three days to make the 
run, at a cost of $2.25. 


11S OAKLAND CEMETERY GATE 
In October, 1903 the Ladies Village 
Improvement Society unveiled a new memorial 
gate at Oakland Cemetery in Sag Harbor. 


110 PIERSON HIGH SCHOOL OPENED 

Pierson High School in Sag Harbor, built 
in 1907, was opened in January 1908 and 
dedicated in June. The project was spearheaded 
by Margaret Olivia Slocum Sage, perhaps better 
known as Mrs. Russell Sage, who donated 
approximately $100,000 to the project.

110 MASHASHIMUET PARK, 
SAG HARBOR 

While the park has a longer history—Hamptons 
Driving Park and Fair Grounds Association 
was formed there is 1874— it was in 1908 that 
Margaret Olivia Slocum Sage, saddened by 
the state of what is now called Mashashimuet 
Park, purchased the park land for $5,000 and 
hired a landscaping firm to beautify it. Two 
years later she purchased Otter Pond across 
the street, added that land to the park, and, 
in 1920, ceded all the property to the Sag 
Harbor Park and Recreation Association.

According to newspapers of the day, more 
than 2,000 people attended the opening night 
festivities and it was hailed as “Long Island’s 
prettiest and most complete playhouse.” R. 
Thomas Short, of the New York firm, Harde and 
Short, was the original architect. Mr. Short’s 
legacy includes 11 movie theaters on Long 
Island. Notably, The Suffolk Theater is 
the last remaining movie house _ built 
by Short and is also the last remaining 
large Art Deco theater on Long Island. The 
theater was built as a National Recovery Act 
project for the Century Theater circuit chain.

80 HURRICANE OF ’38 
In September, 1938 “The Long Island 
Express” devastated the East End. The Dune 
Road area of Westhampton Beach was 


obliterated; the surge turned Montauk into - 


an island as it flooded across the South Fork 
at Napeague; 10 new inlets were created, 
including the Shinnecock Inlet; the surge 
rearranged the sand at the Cedar Point 
Lighthouse so that the island became connected 
to what is now Cedar Point County Park; high 
winds toppled the steeple of the Old Whalers’ 
Church. The storm then continued on, wreaking 
havoc in New England. 


80 GUILD HALL

A 1917 house built on land purchased from the 
Quimbys is owned by a world famous, 98-year-old 
Japanese-American ballerina. Sono Osato’s life is as 
extraordinary as the setting. She was born in 1919 in 
Omaha, Nebraska, to a French-Canadian Irish mother 
and a father from Japan. Her father, a photographer, 
and her mother settled in Chicago, but her mother 
decided to take her children to France in 1927. There, 

in 1928, young Sono (her name is Japanese for 
“garden”) saw the groundbreaking Ballets Russes, led by 
impresario Serge Diaghilev, and announced she wanted 
to be a dancer. 


The impact of the Ballets Russes in the years after the 
turn of the century on art, decorative art and especially 
dance was immense. Diaghilev employed the best 
young Russian dancers of the day, including Anna 
Pavlova and Vaslav Nijinsky, and the staging, music and 
costumes made the company a sensation. Coco Chanel 
stated that “Diaghilev invented Russia for foreigners.” 


Diaghilev commissioned ballet music from such 

greats as Debussy, Ravel, Satie, Strauss and Prokofiev. 
His most famous collaborator was Igor Stravinsky. 

In 1910, he commissioned his first score from 
Stravinsky, The Firebird. Petrushka (1911) and The Rite 
of Spring (1913) followed. Picassso often designed 
costumes and the sets for these productions.

Sono began ballet lessons in France, but in 1929, after 
the crash of the stock market, her mother announced 
the family had to return home. Sono continued her 
lessons back in Chicago, and in 1934, aged 14, was 
invited to audition for the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo. 
This company was a successor to the original, after 
Diaghilev’s death in 1929 left the troupe in serious 
debt. Diaghilev alumni Léonide Massine and George 
Balanchine worked as choreographers with the 

new company. 


On April 21, 1934, Sono sailed with the Ballet Russe de 
Monte Carlo, without her parents, to France. She danced 
in Monte Carlo, London and Barcelona. Then the troupe 
had an American tour lasting a year. Years of successful 
ballet tours continued, with the dancers traveling back 
and forth between Europe and America, and even to 
Australia and New Zealand. But eventually, with war 
looming and feeling overworked and underpaid, Sono 
walked away from the company. 


She settled in New York in 1941 and took classes from 
George Balanchine at the School of American Ballet 

he founded. About this time she met Victor Elmelah, a 
Moroccan-American graduate architect. Dancing with 
the Ballet Theatre (later the American Ballet Theatre), 
she planned to tour Mexico, but after Pearl Harbor was 
told that because of her Japanese last name, she would 
not be allowed to leave the country.

After marrying Elmelah, Osato then worked with choreographer Agnes de Mille as principal 
dancer in the musical One Touch of Venus. This show includes music written by Kurt Weill, 
lyrics by Ogden Nash, and book by S. J. Perelman. After that, in 1944, came perhaps the 
height of her career: playing Ivy, Miss Turnstiles, in the original Broadway cast of On the 
Town, with music by Leonard Bernstein and book and lyrics by Betty Comden and Adolph 
Green. 


The next step for Sono was Hollywood, but eventually, she began to feel that life for her 
should be on the East Coast, where husband Victor worked. She wanted to have babies, and 
eventually gave birth to two sons, Niko and Tony. And while she also made some television 
appearances, she eventually decided she didn’t have the real drive to be an actress as she 
had to be a dancer. Elmelah’s career eventually encompassed property development; and 
with increasing wealth the family began spending time in the Hamptons in the summers. 
(One picture of the couple from the ‘50s shows them embracing between innings at the 
Artists & Writers Game. Niko says his father helped start the game.) 


In the mid 1970s, the family purchased the old house on Quimby Lane. Happy summers led 


to family weddings on the grass, as well as grandchildren playing there. Elmelah died in 2014, 


after 71 years of marriage, but Sono is still alive. 


Her son Niko says, “So many fantastic memories are in that house. Wonderful people who 
visited, including Jerry Robbins, Nora Ephron, Sidney Lumet and so many others. And it’s in a 
magnificent location, with its elegant lawn and wonderful serenity. It’s simply unique.”

“You 
need to know how they live,” she continues, sharing the kinds of questions 
she typically asks: Do they entertain often? Do they have children? What are 
their tastes? What’s right for their life overall? 


Sanatore joined Hampton Design on the financial side of things more than 
a decade ago, but as she came to know the firm intimately, her interest 


turned toward their creative endeavors. “If you want to know how a

business is profitable, you have to know where the numbers come from,” she 
says, noting that her knowledge of costs, profits and the like gave her an edge 
when it comes to design. 


Hampton Design owner Peg Fruin, who founded the company in 1999, 
guided Sanatore to this new department where she eventually flourished. 


A process-oriented designer, Sanatore says she rarely has a complete vision 
for a space until she actually begins to draw. “All of it starts with pencil to 
paper,” she says. And after 12 years, she still keeps her project sketches and 
drawings. “I’m proud of the work,” Sanatore admits. “It’s a cool reminder for 
the client as well,” the designer says, noting that she also gives them away. 


Sanatore and Hampton Design don't stick to one particular style. She says 
the majority of local homeowners seem to lean toward the “quintessential 
Hamptons kitchen” with white, Shaker-style cabinets. “They work for a 
reason—because they’re timeless,” Sanatore says. “If you make something 
too trendy it looks good for now, for the time being,” she explains, but five 
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ly modern kitchen 


years later, her clients may find themselves saying, “I’m so finished with that. 


More than anything, “We build cabinets to suit the space,” Sanatore says, 
pointing out that younger homeowners tend to take more risks with different 
ideas and materials. Wood elements are coming back, as are farm sinks and a 
“more organic and natural” approach. 


Other popular choices include quartz countertops, which Sanatore calls “more 
transitional, less traditional,” and porcelain tile for bathrooms. “It works, it 
looks pretty...you’re not breaking the bank,” she says. No matter how wealthy 
the client, “You want to spend your money smart,” Sanatore says. “I respect 
budget. If it’s unrealistic I will let you know.” 


Along with translating her homeowners’ desires and practical necessities into 
excellent design, Sanatore’s goal is to make a house cohesive. “It all has to 
work and blend together,” she says, noting earlier, “My job is to point them in 
the right direction.”

That’s such a tough one. Even simply considering the people I work 
with in the MFA program at Stony Brook Southampton—Lou Ann Walker, 
Amy Hempel, Cornelius Eady, Roger Rosenblatt, Emma Walton Hamilton and 
others—there are so many East End writers whose work I admire. I adore 
the writer Jessica Soffer as a talent and a human. The same goes for Zachary 
Lazar. And of those who are gone, Vonnegut is far and away my favorite. 


What East End author do you think is unjustly neglected? 

I really like the work of the novelist Kurt Wenzel. He’s darkly funny. 
I would love to read more by him. And another sleeper is the young adult writer 
Catherine Creedon, better known as the director of Sag Harbor’s library. Her 
novel Blue Wolf is so good. 


What’s your most treasured possession? 

I want to say my beagle, Waffle, but he objects to being owned. A specific 
thing that I treasure above all else is a signet ring that belonged to my father’s 
grandfather. Its gold is so worn you can no longer make out the inscription of 
his initials. My dad wore it. Then each of my sisters did. Then I did. Now, my 
daughter wears it. Part of the treasure of that ring is how many of us have 
shared that link to the past, to a family member we never met. 


Describe your perfect day on the East End in detail. 
I wake up early, watch the sun come up, have coffee and write for a few 
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hours. I meditate. I walk the dog in the woods. I come home and shower. 
Tread for a few hours. I try—and fail—to stay off social media! When Jim gets 
home from work, we walk into town and head to our friends at the Dockside, 
where we sit outside and eat, watching the sun go down. Or, if we're lucky, we 
are on a friend’s boat doing the same. I love to walk on the beach, to kayak, 

to visit Dave Falkowski or Jennifer Pike at their farm stands. Honestly, every day 
out here is close to perfect, whether it’s snowshoeing in the woods, feeding my 
neighbors’ chickens, hanging out in the yard around the fire pit, or at a bonfire 
at Gibson Beach. 

BTH: if you could snap your fingers and instantly have another career, 
what would be your dream job? 

dV: I seriously have my dream job. My colleagues are great, I run exciting and 
useful programs—the Southampton Writers Conference, the post-MFA novel- 
polishing program, BookEnds.

reak out the peanuts and Cracker Jack, 

folks, it’s baseball season on the East End 
again. While Major League Baseball (MLB) has 
been chugging along for almost two months 
now, the Hampton Collegiate Baseball League 
(HCBL) is just getting ready for Opening Day on 
June 1 with games in Eastport, at Cochran Park 
in Peconic, and on Shelter Island. The season is 
only eight weeks long, with games being played 
almost every day until July 23. 

The seven-team league—which plays on 
both Forks—is made up entirely of freshman, 
sophomore and junior college-level players, 
recruited from some of the most competitive 
programs across the country. These are serious 
players, straight off their spring college season, 
perfecting their craft before they return to school 
for the fall season. About 100 HCBL players have

gone on to play in the Majors, while 24 HCBL 
alum were drafted by MLB teams in 2016. 

Zack Godley worked on a specific pitch, his 
cutter, while he was a player in the HCBL. If you 
were watching Sunday Night Baseball on ESPN a 
few weeks back, you might have seen Godley, now 
a starting pitcher for the Arizona Diamondbacks. 
And if you’re a fan of the Washington Nationals, 
you might have gotten tired of that one pitch, his 
cutter, which kept getting batters out. 

Why make the schlep to Queens when your 
best bet for a good, live baseball game on Long 
Island is right here in the Hamptons? 

But playing isn’t all these players, coaches and 
administrators do. “Our mission is three-fold,” 
says HCBL President Henry Bramwell. “The first 
is to provide free family entertainment for our 
community. Second, to provide free clinics for 
the kids in the community and the third part of 
our mission is to improve area baseball fields.” 

HCBL is a 501(c)(3) nonprofit organization and 
is in need of some help. Each team has a roster 
of about 25 players and, as most players aren’t 
from the area, many need a place to stay. “Over 
the last 10 years, hundreds of families throughout 
the East End have welcomed ballplayers into 
their homes,” says Brett Mauser, Director of 
Recruiting at HCBL. “The student-athletes 
are great role models for young children, and 
oftentimes longstanding friendships are formed.” 
You never know—maybe you could become fast 
friends with a future Hall of Famer. Bramwell 
himself opened his home to a player when he 
was the general manager of the Westhampton

Aviators. “I hosted a player who made it to the 
major leagues, and when he was up at Citi Field, 
he invited my family to come watch the game.” 


Th ‘seven-team league is made up 
freshman, sophmore and j junior 
Pothcc devel players recruited 
from some of the most competitive 
programs in the country. 


There are other ways to help. Simply attending 
a game is one way, as more fans in the seats 
means businesses will be more willing to spend 
sponsorship dollars. The league “passes the 
hat” at each game for donations to help with 
expenses. HCBL is also always looking for help 
handling the gameday operations, whether it’s 
selling merchandise or food, keeping score, or 
assisting with in-game promotions. If you're a 
business owner, offer a job to a player. If you’re 
a restaurant, offer to feed the team after a game. 

For the baseball and golf enthusiasts, HCBL’s 
fifth annual Golf Outing will be held on Monday, 
June 18, at Noyac Golf Club in Sag Harbor. The 
cost of the outing is $350 and includes full range 
access, a barbecue lunch at 11 a.m., snacks and 
drinks on the course, a buffet dinner, open bar, 
an auction and an awards reception. Tee-time is 
11:45 a.m.

Big Shot Gets in a Hamptons State of Mind 


n Friday, July 20, ride up to Fairview 
Farm at Mecox in your limousine 
wearing your fine Park Avenue clothes, 
Dom Perignon in hand, to catch one of Long 
Island’s most beloved bands, Mike DelGuidice 
and Big Shot, a Billy Joel tribute band, at Dan’s 
GrillHampton presented by New York 
Prime Beef. It’s sure to be the Hamptons’ 
biggest event of the summer with more food, 
drink and fun in one place than you can ever 
imagine. And Big Shot will get you up and 
dancing to your favorite Billy Joel songs no 
matter how much grilled food you’ve eaten! 
It was around 1982 that Billy Joel’s music took 
hold of DelGuidice. “I saw the ‘Live from Long 
Island’ video that came out in 1982,” he says, not 


even having to stop to remember the year. “That’s 
when I had just started learning piano and that 
video really got to me.” 

In the 1980s and ’90s, DelGuidice performed 
in piano bars across Long Island and with his 
band at the time, Kid Gloves, at, among other 
places, some East End night clubs readers might 
recall: Summers and Neptune’s. He did so until 
2000. “Suddenly, we decided to do a Billy band,” 
he says. “There weren’t many tribute bands 
around then, but I heard about one band that was 
doing really well covering one artist.” DelGuidice 
admits it was a long time ago, but recalls going 
through song titles with his drummer. “We felt 
‘Big Shot’ was the most punchy and short, sweet 
and to the point.” Thus, a band was born. 


DelGuidice, who also writes, records and 
performs original music, notes that he doesn’t 
necessarily like the terms “cover band” or “tribute 
band,” but acknowledges that Big Shot “does fall 
into that category.” 

The band quickly gained a reputation on Long 
Island and in the New York area. So much 
so that another big shot—Billy Joel himself— 
became aware of them. “Billy heard about us in 
2002 and invited us down to the Coliseum to do 
sound check on his equipment.” It was a nice 
gesture by Joel, but it was more than a decade 
before the stars would align again. 

In 2013, Tommy Byrnes, Joel’s actual guitar 
player, joined Big Shot. Later, Chuck Burgi, 
Joel’s drummer since 2005, also joined the band. 


i 
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Eventually, Byrnes told DelGuidice that Joel 
was going back on the road, this time to Europe. 
“Three weeks later I heard from them and 
jumped on the opportunity. Then one thing led 
to another and it went from me rehearsing with 
the guys to Billy showing up to, all of a sudden, 
I’m being asked if I have a passport.” While on 
tour, DelGuidice played acoustic guitar and sang 
backup to Joel. Starting then, DelGuidice became 
a permanent member of Joel’s band. Apparently 
dreams do come true. 

DelGuidice calls Joel’s music universal adding 
that it crosses boundaries. “Just because he’s 
older now, and it’s an older generation of music, 
that doesn’t mean it won't be loved by a younger 
generation. A great song is a great song. And Billy

is a master of that.” DelGuidice recommends 
those those less familiar with Joel’s oeuvre get 
Joel’s Greatest Hits album. “It’s just a matter 
of time,” he says. “Once you’re around his 
music enough, you're going to end up a fan. It’s 
like ear candy” 

In June of 2016, Big Shot performed at the 
Paramount Theatre in Huntington, and Joel

But with more than 
50 official Town and Village beaches on the 
South Fork, it can be a real struggle to choose the 
right spot without a guide.

Are 
they dog friendly? Which beaches have picnic 
tables or restrooms? How many offer day passes 
or seasonal visitor permits?

Along with the essentials, there’s pleny of “Inside 
Scoop” info—some of which we're sharing here. 


EAST HAMPTON VILLAGE 

Main Beach: The classic East Hampton 
beach for tourists and locals alike. Best for those 
who feel most comfortable with bathrooms, 
concessions and all the bells and whistles of a 
busy public beach. 

Two Mile Hollow: Long known as East 
Hampton’s gay beach, and ground zero for 
cruising and late night trysts, Two Mile Hollow 


has mellowed over the years. Today it’s gay 
friendly and family friendly, because these two 
things don’t need to be mutually exclusive. 

Georgica Beach: Arguably the most beautiful 
of the Village beaches, and home to a popular 
surf break, Georgica has natural stone jetty that’s 
great for fishing, and its fair share of young, 
attractive regulars and celebrity visitors. 

Wiborg Beach: A bit more off the beaten 
path than the most populated Village beaches, 
Wiborg is home to beautiful sunrises and is 
popular among surfers—on the west side of the 
elite and private Maidstone Club. 

Egypt Beach: Right next door to the elite and 
private Maidstone Club, this tiny beach has very 
limited parking and an equally limited social 
scene, besides country club spillover. Otherwise 
quiet and beautiful. No pyramids to speak of. 


EAST HAMPTON TOWN 
AMAGANSETT 
Abraham’s Landing Road: This beach 
is named after Abraham Schellinger, the first 
Supervisor of East Hampton appointed in 1700. 
Atlantic Avenue Beach: This busy beach 
is great for folks with a EH Town sticker 
looking for a spot with parking that’s 


relatively close to the village beaches. 

Barnes Hole (Bay): Renowned artist 
and architect Charles-Edouard Jeanneret, 
best known as Le Corbusier, did sand casting 
here with with Pietro and Claire Nivola for 


his artworks in 1951, as chronicled in Alastair. 


Gordon’s 1999 book Weekend Utopia: Modern 
Living in the Hamptons. 

Big Albert’s Landing Beach: A family 
friendly spot set just below the famous Bell 
Estate—a 500-acre property, complete with 
mansion, established by Dr Dennistoun Bell in 
1916. Vestiges of the dock for Bell’s yacht remain 
all these years later. 

Fresh Pond (Bay): A great place to see the 
annual Devon Yacht Club fireworks, which is 
just east of this popular beach and park. Enjoy 
climbing on the rock jetty or walking the shallow 
cut attaching the bay and pond—wonderful for 
viewing wildlife, fishing and exploring for the 
little ones. 

Indian Wells Beach: This family friendly 
beach features volleyball nets and food trucks. 
It is also the home of the Nature Conservancy’s 
Atlantic Double Dunes Preserve. Often crowded. 

Little Albert’s Landing Beach: Set between 
Fresh Pond and Big Albert’s, this beach offers 
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the highlights of the other two, but it’s a bit 


more secluded: 


NORTHWEST HARBOR (BAY BEACHES) 
Alewife Brook Landing: Across the inlet 


_ from Cedar Point and near Alewife Brook and the 


connected Alewife Pond, this Northwest Woods 
beach is a great place to launch a boat into 
Northwest Harbor. By the 515-acre Grace Estate 
preserve and part of Cedar Point Park. 


MONTAUK 

Culloden Point (Bay): The British 
ship HMS Culloden ran aground here in 1781 
while chasing down a French frigate. Parts of 
the shipwreck washed ashore in the 1970s and 
Amagansett’s East Hampton Marine Museum 
still has many artifacts from the ship on view, 
including one of its cannons. More cannons and 
other wreckage sits right offshore and can be seen 
by scuba divers—if you happen to find a rare day 
of good visibility—just 20 feet below the surface. 

Ditch Plains: The ultimate hotspot for 
surfers, paddleboarders and the like in Montauk. 
It gets crowded but the rolling surf breaks are 
excellent for long-boarding and the Ditch Witch 
food truck rocks. 


Gin Beach (Bay): This is Montauk’s only 
beach with a roped off area to protect swimmers. 
Essential if you just can’t get over your last 
viewing of Jaws. 

Edison Beach: Everything in town is a short 
walk from here. Go if your family likes to split up 
and take breaks for shopping, dining or visits to 
area resorts. 

Fort Pond Bay Park (Bay): Bring 
your kayak or SUPs to this excellent paddling 
spot, or rent one right here. Look for ducks, birds 
and wildlife. 

Eddie Ecker Park (Bay): Walk the pier or 
attend one of the many events that occur here 
throughout the summer. 


NAPEAGUE 


Napeague Lane: It’s popular for beach - 


driving, much to tourists’ chagrin. 
Navahoe Road: Located in front of three area 
resorts: The Hermitage, Sea Crest and Driftwood. 


SPRINGS 
Flaggy Hole (Bay): Near tall sand cliffs and 
Maidstone Park. Michael’s restaurant is close by. 
Gerard Park (Bay): It’s the only Town beach 
at Acabonac Harbor. The one winding road to get

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here passes homes on stilts and stunning views. 

Maidstone Park: A spread out area with 
amenities and lovely natural splendor, this is 
popular beach and evening party destination for 
Springs locals. 


WAINSCOTT 
Beach Lane: Just down from the exclusive 
Georgica Association, this is a lovely beach in the 
heart of Wainscott farm country. Pick up fresh 
produce at Andy’s Farm Stand on the opposite 
end of Beach Lane, at the corner of Wainscott 
Main Street. 


SOUTHAMPTON VILLAGE 

Fowler Beach: Stop by Fowler farm stand 
on the way home to pick up ingredients for the 
evening’s dinner. 

Old Town Beach: Once on the beach, Old 
Town is best recognized by the tall, wooden pole 
with an old, colorful surfboard nailed to it. The 
landmark makes Old Town Beach and Coopers 
Beach the only Village beaches whose entrances 
don’t fade into the dunes—perfect landmarks if 
you're interested in running on the sand: The 
stretch between Old Town and Coopers is two 
miles. Old Town Beach is contiNuED ON NEXT PAGE

closed when the drainpipe, which cleans out 
nearby Old Town Pond, is open. 

Wyandanch Beach: Wyandanch Lane, 
leading up to the beach, is the most beautiful 
in the village. If you’re biking to the beach, 
incorporate this stretch into your route. Large 
oak trees canopy the entire road, filtering the 
sunlight through their leaves and providing warm 
shade during summer’s hottest days. 

Little Plains Beach: If you want to look at 
the beach from the comfort of your car, Little 
Plains allows you to pull up to the entrance and 
just sit in one of the lot’s 54 spaces. Make sure to 
turn your engine off; it’s a no idle zone. 

Gin Lane Beach: You're in luck if you're 
a nonlocal and can snag one of the permit- 
free spots facing the Bathing Corp. Gin beach 
notoriously has one of the best surfing breaks 
in the village. But, when in the water, be wary of 
running into the string of buoys that the Bathing 
Corp puts up to designate its lifeguarded section. 
Also, don’t swim when nearby Agawam Lake is 
being drained. Just...trust us on that one. 

Cryder Beach: Cryder’s entrance makes 
it a Hamptons favorite. Walking up the dune, 
you're flanked by beach roses (Rosa rugosa) on 
both sides. The short walk soon gives way to 
a clean and surprisingly wide expanse of ocean 
and sand. 

Coopers Beach: Coopers was rated Dr. 
Beach’s Best Beach in America in 2010, the first 
beach in NY State to receive the honor. As per 
Dr. Beach’s rules, once a beach is ranked No. 1, 
it is no longer eligible to grace his annual Top 10 
Beaches list. But, with its wide expanse of sand, 
family-friendly beach pavilion, and multitude of 
events held throughout the summer (including 
concerts and drive-in movie Mondays), Coopers 
would still trump the competition. By far the 
largest beach in Southampton Village, Coopers is 
also the only beach in the village that allows non- 
residents to purchase day permits. 

Halsey Neck Beach: A popular spot to take 
photos, since it doesn’t get as crowded as the 
larger beaches. 


Road D: Though this is the only beach in the 
Village that does not require a permit to park, it’s 
located far enough west along Meadow Lane that 
it doesn’t get as crowded as you'd expect. 

Road G: This is a known surfing spot, due to 
both the break and the ease of transporting your 
board onto the sand via car. 


SOUTHAMPTON TOWN 
HAMPTON BAYS 

Tiana Beach: Often overshadowed by the 
much larger Ponquogue Beach, but it boasts 
beautiful, un-crowded sands. 

Ponquogue Beach: This beach isconveniently 
right over the Ponquogue Bridge and is the 
only Southampton Town beach with a 
full concession stand, rather than a 
food truck. 

Mermaid Lane: It’s right next to 
the Hampton Ocean Resort. Might also be 
the best place to find a mythical creature, if you 
believe in that sort of thing. 

Road H: It’s surrounded by great 
dining options, including Hampton 
Lady Beach Bar and Oaklands Restaurant. 

Road I: Quiet beach located between 
the crowds at Ponquogue Beach and the 
crowds at the restaurants neat Road I. 

Road K: It’s a great spot for surfing 
and avoiding the crowds. 


EAST QUOGUE 

Triton Lane: Great little beach if peace 
and quiet are preferred over amenities. 

Water Mill 

Flying Point Beach: Because this beach 
does not permit daily passes, it doesn’t get as 
overcrowded as others in the area. 

The Cut: A favorite of locals, this beach has 
no booth and therefore is only available to those 
who have seasonal passes. It also has very few 
parking spots, so you may be better off on a bike 
if you're close. Mecox Bay cuts into the ocean 
here, providing a fun area for kids to get wet and 
play safely. 


BRIDGEHAMPTON 

West Scott Cameron Beach: Only 
residents may park at this beach, but Mecox 
Beach is close by where nonresidents can park 
with seasonal permits or day passes. 

Mecox Beach: Mecox is the only beach in 
Bridgehampton that welcomes tourists. 

Sagaponack 

Sagg Main Beach: Every other week or so 
during the summer on Monday nights scores 
gather for drumming on the beach. Sagg Main 
has beautiful views of Sagg Pond to one side 
and the ocean to the other. Also the site of the 
Dan’s Kite Fly and the post-Labor Day locals 
party Mimosa Monday. 


WESTHAMPTON DUNES 

Pike’s Beach: This is the most westerly 
Southampton Town beach. Town residents and 
summer visitors alike on the west side of the 
Shinnecock Canal may enjoy this oceanfront 
beach and enjoy views of Moriches Bay on the 
other side of Dune Road. : 

Noyac 

Foster Memorial Beach (Bay): Long 
Beach is a great spot to bike to and a great 
alternative to ocean beaches. Enjoy flat water 
that’s also warmer than the ocean. 


WESTHAMPTON BEACH VILLAGE 

Rogers Beach: This is the main reason to 
get a WHB permit. It’s got a large pavilion with 
snacks and comfort station and a wide expanse of 
beautiful sands and lifeguarded waters. 

Lashley Beach: What it lacks in concessions, 
it makes up for with its peaceful seclusion. It’s 
long been a favorite of locals due to a small jetty 
to the east. @&

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David Crosby Rocks Westhampton Beach June 9 


A ny musical career that lasts more than 50 years 
is going to have its share of highs and lows. But 
very few musicians have seen the stratospheric highs 
and catastrophic lows that David Crosby has seen in 
his career, which began when he joined the Byrds in 
1964 and which reached the highest pinnacle of 
success during his years with Crosby, Stills, Nash 
& Young (CSN&Y) in the ’7os and ’80s. Crosby has 
been inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
twice, along with the other: members of those two 
bands. Along the way, a long-term addiction to 
drugs almost killed him, personality clashes led to 
his ongoing estrangement from numerous musical 
partners, and at several points he even served time 


in prison for drug and weapons offences. 

That’s why it’s all the more surprising that now, at 
the age of 76, Crosby can still sing with the voice of an 
angel, can still play guitar with great fluidity, and is 
in the midst of a creative rejuvenation that shows no 
sign of letting up. David Crosby stops at Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center on June 9 to give the 
East End a chance to hear this rock legend and survivor 
in person. He'll be joined by his current touring group, 
which he calls the Sky Trails Band. 

“I’ve got an amazing band,” says Crosby. “We'll do 
stuff from Sky Trails (Crosby’s latest release), plus 
Crosby, Stills, Nash and Young stuff and other solo 
stuff.” Audiences will doubtless be most familiar with

their CSN&Y favorites, which might include such 
Crosby-penned classics as “Wooden Ships” and “Long 
Time Gone,” but will surely find themselves drawn in 
by Crosby’s more recent work as well. 

“I think these last three records speak for me better 
than any I’ve done since If I Could Only Remember My 
Name,” says Crosby, referring to his first solo record, 
released in 1971. “My music’s going in the direction 
I want.” Sky Trails features Crosby’s unmistakable, 
pure voice on a collection of mostly original songs, 
treated with subtle but sophisticated arrangements 
and productions. The record was produced by James 
Raymond, who also plays keyboards in Crosby’s 
touring band. In a twist that seems only fitting, given 
the complications of Crosby’s personal life, Raymond 
is actually Crosby’s son—a son Crosby never knew until 
he was in his 50s. 


“James was born in 1962, and his mom put him up | 


for adoption,” says Crosby. “When he got married he 
decided to find out who his biological father was. That 
was about 20 years ago, and we’ve been writing music 
together ever since we met.” Crosby credits Raymond, 
who has a background in film scoring, for the deft 
arrangements on Sky Trails. He singles out the song 
“Curved Air’—a gorgeously snaky number on the 
new record—for special attention. “James played that 
flamenco guitar line on a keyboard,” he says, chuckling 
at the thought. “Nobody can figure out how he got it to 
sound so good!” 

Another gorgeous song on the new release is “Before 
Tomorrow Falls on Love,” which Crosby co-wrote with 
Michael McDonald, who appears on the recording. The 
lyrics seem like a comment on the nature of a late-in- 
life burst of creative energy—a phenomenon Crosby 
knows something about. 

Crosby has been a Californian from birth, but 
he’s no stranger to the East End. You might even 
say that the East End had a hand in the formation of 
Crosby’s biggest success. Back in the ’60s, Sag Harbor 
had become a kind of nexus for folk rockers, and it was 
in Sag Harbor that Crosby, Stills and Nash first sprang 
to life. “We rented an A-frame in Sag Harbor for a 
couple of months and rehearsed and tried out bass 
players,” Crosby recalls. “John Sebastian came out to 
visit,” he adds. 

So welcome back, David Crosby. fi.

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Bay Street Season Opens with a Hollywood Witch Hunt 


B ay Street Theater’s 2018 Mainstage Season kicks 
off with the world premiere of Fellow Travelers, 
a new play written by Jack Canfora and directed by 
Michael Wilson, on Tuesday, May 29. The production 
runs through June 17 with evening performances 
Tuesday through Sunday and matinées on Sunday 
and Wednesday. 

Fellow Travelers takes place during the notorious 
Hollywood blacklist period of the 1940s and ’50s, 
when the United States government was targeting 
screenwriters, actors and directors suspected of 
having ties to the Communist Party USA and ordering 
them to rat out current and former party members. 
During this time, the term “fellow travelers” was 
used to insult left-wing Americans who were not 
Communists themselves, but who sympathized with 
the party’s ideals. In the context of Canfora’s play, 
it also describes the journey that the three main 
characters take together. 

Inspired by a documentary that focused on the 
relationship between revered playwright Arthur Miller 
and renowned director Elia Kazan, Canfora realized 
how well their story could translate to the stage. He 
included American icon Marilyn Monroe, Miller’s wife, 
in his theatrical adaption, because he believes that 
without her “at the heart of the relationship, the story 
would be incomplete and false.” 

The men’s friendship was famously wounded as a 
result of Kazan’s coerced testimony before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee (HUAC), which 
ended the careers of several of his colleagues. The 
Communist witch hunt motivated Miller to write about 
the Salem witch trials in The Crucible, prompting the 
HUAC to subpoena him to appear before the committee. 
Monroe attended the hearing with him, despite the risk

of being labeled a sympathizer and blacklisted herself. 
When Miller refused to name names, he was found 
guilty of contempt of Congress, but the conviction was 
later overturned by a court of appeals. 

Canfora researched the Hollywood blacklist and 
the lives of these three artists, studying the records of 
what they said and how they said it to pen dialogue for 
their Fellow Travelers counterparts. Although most of 
the dialogue in the play is original, Canfora says that 
he aimed to “tell their story as truthfully and honestly 
as I can,” with no forced lesson to be learned by the 
end of the play, adding, “I’m not into prescriptive art.” 
He put great effort into making the plot accessible 
to all viewers, but he says that, as with any work of 
historical fiction, “the more the audience knows about 
the history, the better.” 

Fellow Travelers is Canfora’s fourth produced play, 
following Jericho, Poetic License and Place Setting. 
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Jericho received a highly lauded Off-Broadway run 
and was a New York Times “Critics’ Pick,” described 
as “painfully significant“ and “a smart, hard-hitting 
drama filled with biting wit.” Poetic License was 
hailed as a “smart, unsettling drama” by the Times, 
and Place Setting was nominated for Best Play for 
2007 by The Newark Star Ledger. 

Director Michael Wilson returns to Bay Street 
Theater, where he directed the musical Grey Gardens 
in 2015. He has also directed numerous Broadway 
plays, including The Trip to Bountiful, The Best Man, 
Dividing the Estate and Enchanted April. 

The Fellow Travelers cast includes Wayne Alan 
Wilcox as Arthur Miller, Vince Nappo as Elia 
Kazan and Rachel Spencer Hewitt as Marilyn 
Monroe. Wilcox may be best known for his role 

as Marty in the television show Gilmore Girls, but 
he’s no stranger to theater. He’s performed 
on Broadway in Coram Boy, The Normal Heart, 
Chaplin and Priscilla, Queen of the Desert. Nappo 
has. starred in the national tour of Million 
Dollar Quartet, several off-Broadway productions, 
and Shades of Blue with Water Mill’s Jennifer 
Lopez. Hewitt’s credits include Shakespeare’s 
King Charles III on Broadway and the film Return 
to the Hiding Place. &&. 


Fellow Travelers runs May 29-June 19 at Bay 
Street Theater in Sag Harbor, with a “pay what you 
can” performance on opening night. The theater also 
offers an LGBTQ social after the June 10 matinée and 
“Talkback Tuesdays” with members of the cast on 
Tuesdays, June 5 and June 12, after the performances.

chapters, seem unnecessary. and can take you out of 
the book for a moment.

This was an emotional chapter, which 
anyone who has flown with even a small amount of 
turbulence will understand. But the end felt forced, as 
if Wentworth needed to end on a “funny” note instead 
of letting the writing that came before speak for itself. 
Go Ask Ali is a quick read. It’s funny and light, and 
you can make it through in one enjoyable trip to the 
beach. But the continuity isn’t completely there, which 
becomes clear when reading it in one sitting. Yes, 
Wentworth’s tone is similar in all of the pieces and 
they all center on what she has learned in her life, but 
a reader might like to feel all of the pieces build to 
something more cohesive when put together. Each piece 
is, however, enjoyable, and each has its own merit. It’s 
refreshing to be able to look at topics without a political 
agenda. Wentworth lets her readers know this is not 
the purpose of her collection in the introduction. Her 
voice is clear and distinct, and she talks candidly about 
every aspect of her life (while leaving out or changing 
names). In a disclaimer, Wentworth states that some of 
her writing is fact and some is fiction. But you wouldn’t 
know it when reading the book. It all feels very real 
and honest, sometimes brutally so.

CHEF MATTY BOUDREAU UNITES CLASSIC AND CONTEMPORARY IN THE PRESTON HOUSE KITCHEN 


[IC xactly where the past ends and the future begins is 

one of those philosophical questions best pondered 
over a few cocktails. And Riverhead, a town perched 
as much at the crossroads of yesterday and tomorrow 
as at the nexus of the North Fork and the Hamptons, 
provides the perfect setting now that the Petrocelli 
family decided to save the historic downtown home 


_ of Henry Preston from ruin and transform it into the 


_ Preston House & Hotel. 

_ The 20-room city-chic boutique hotel now rises four 
luxurious stories over Main Street, while in front, the 
house that belonged to Preston—a Civil War veteran 
and the first salaried sheriff of Suffolk County—has 
been restored and reimagined as a fine-dining locale 
_ that, mere months into its maiden voyage, has earned 
a place among the must-stops along the East End 
culinary trail. 

At the cozy bar settled beneath the watchful gaze of 
Mr. Preston himself, those aforementioned cocktails 
are crafted with an alchemist’s care. The Henry puts 
a new spin on the Old Fashioned with the dark fruit 
of blackberry combined with zesty lemon, while the 
Backyard Bee—an elixir of rum, amaro, apple, honey 
and lemon—sweetly captures that moment of spring 
turning to summer. Your send-a-postcard-home-to- 
mama moment comes with the Mi Casa Es Su Casa, 
a smoky concoction of tequila, mezcal, grapefruit, 
jalapeno and chocolate that’s going to have members of 
the margarita union reconsidering their membership. 

As hard as it may be to walk away from the bar—a 
couple sipping gingery mules said they were going to 
see if the two end seats were available for summer 
rental—the effort is rewarded. Chef Matty Boudreau— 
who has had memorable stints on the East End with 
Locavore, Vine Street Café and Baron’s Cove—has 
created a menu that embraces the classic-fused-with- 
contemporary vibe from start to finish. 

Just one bite of the #1 Big Eye Tuna Tartar and you 
know youre in the hands of a chef who’s having fun, 
with this take on the classic finding a vibrancy in the 
citrus and whipped avocado. A Catapano Goat Cheese 
Tart showcases the local dairy’s standout offering 
to perfection, creamy and slightly tangy against the 
buttery puff pastry. The Seared Port Judith Calamari is

a refreshing reminder that squid is often best when not 
fried, and can truly shine when paired with surprising 
partners like watermelon radishes, fat green olives and 
pepper jelly. 

Then there’s the bacon. The Pit Masters Bacon. The 
kind of dish that in earlier times might have inspired 
men to write folk songs, slices of house-cured pork 
belly served atop a tomato, mustard seed jam. That 
pit master is, of course, Boudreau himself, a nationally 
renowned BBQer. One evening, a gentleman was 
overheard pondering the plausibility of celebrating his 
birthday by being coated in the bacon’s salt-and-sugar 
cure himself. Don’t judge until you’ve tried it (the 
bacon, not the erstwhile spa treatment) for yourself. 

Boudreau’s porcine passions carry beyond the first 
course, happily. “Today’s Braise,” a rotating entrée that 
on a recent night was a savory pulled pork atop fluffy 
couscous, competed for a table of five’s carnivorous 
affections with a bowl of the Bombolotti Veal & Pork 
Bolognese. The rich meats and heirloom cherry 
tomatoes, the Parmigiano Reggiano and Calabrian 
chilies, the perfectly al dente pasta...it all inspires 
an involuntary close-your-eyes-and-go-mmmmmm 
response that would make an Italian grandma proud. 

Another revelation is the Organic Roasted Chicken, 
not the safety net dish that many restaurants offer 
but rather a juicy, flavorful preparation elevated with 


the fruity pop of grilled apricot. The accompanying 
spicy rabe is a standout for its surprising mellow kick, 
eschewing the bitter bite that has come to sully broccoli 
rabe’s apparently good name. And be forewarned—a 
group of diners were seen battling with crossed forks 
for the last bits of local cheddar grits on the plate. 

In these East End environs where shellfish reign, 
if a restaurant can be judged on its scallop and 
lobster alone—and there’s a school of thought that 
supports this idea—then Preston House could well be 
the one by which all others come to be judged. Served 
with creamed morels, watercress, crispy potatoes 
and a tarragon velouté that together play the perfect 
supporting cast to the Shinnecock Sea Scallops and 
their delicate touch of caramelization. Lobster, which 
has become locally ubiquitous in “roll” form to the 
point of complacency, arrives with an artist’s touch 
in the Lobster Fricasse—tender meat arranged with 
morels, fingerling potatoes, asparagus, peppers and a 
pea purée that’s altogether at once earthy and ethereal, 
farm-to-table with dock on the dish. 

The wisdom about to be bestowed came from a 
grandmother who knew her sweets: there’s always 
room for dessert. The standout here is the densely 
decadent Basque Burnt cheesecake, which Boudreau 
discovered on a trip to San Sebastian, Spain, and will 
surely have guests checking flights to see what other 
delights await in that city. A rhubarb and strawberry 
cobbler treads and hits just the right sweet-tart balance 
and gets an East End spin with a splash of...what 
else?...rosé, and beignets—miniaturized versions of the 
doughy New Orleans treat, with a side of homemade 
Nutella-inspired spread—come served in a paper bag, 
so you can take a little bit of the Preston House with 
you. Of course, you'll be back, just like the birthday 
party crowd on a late-May night overheard making 
plans for their return visit before the last morsels of 
cake and decadent dough were popped and final toasts 
raised. What a perfect ending, planning the future 
before the present has given way to the past.

here should we go for brunch?” “What do 
you want to do for dinner?” “Where’s a nice place 
for lunch?” 

Happily, on the East End of Long Island, you can 
never fall short of answers to these eternal questions. 
On the one hand, you’ve always got a nice assortment 
of old standbys that dish out your favorites just the way 
you remember them. On the other hand, tantalizing 
newcomers, promising exciting new approaches to 
local seafood, produce and the rest of summer’s bounty. 


EMP Summer House has opened for a second 
season to once again fill the former Moby’s space on 
Pantigo Road with serious foodies. Though the indoor 
dining room will be slightly more formal than the 
covered patio and backyard, EMP Summer House offers 
a more casual dining experience than its mothership, 
Eleven Madison Park, while taking inspiration from 
the seaside, drawing on local ingredients such as the 
iiber-popular Amagansett Sea Salt. EMP Summer 
House will offer a seasonal a la carte menu featuring 
plenty of seafood including grilled fish and raw options, 
pastas, steaks and dishes cooked in their wood-burning 
oven including: Lobster tempura with Bibb lettuce, 
pickled radish and chile-lime aioli; Tomato salad 
with strawberries and almonds; Corn flatbread with 
parmesan and truffle; Ribeye for two, wood-fired with 
shallot, parmesan and potato. 


Speaking of Moby’s old space, let’s talk about 
Moby’s brand new space for the season. Launched 
in East Hampton in 2012, the beloved coastal Italian 
eatery is being revived by partners Lincoln Pilcher, 
a photographer, surfer and former model and 
restaurateur Nick Hatsatouris. The two have signed a 
two-year lease at East Hampton Point. So many fans 
are now looking forward to great food in this 400-seat 
restaurant with fantastic views. 


Zum Schneider has closed in Montauk, and taking its 
place is Sel Rrose, the offshoot of a popular city eatery 
of the same name. At this pleasant spot just steps from 
Montauk Highway, where you once found quantities 
of bier and wurst, you'll now find a broad selection of 
craft cocktails and a wide variety of oysters—that is, if 
the Montauk location follows the model of its Delancey 
Street progenitor. Right now they’re just ramping up. 


Also expect an enticing selection of small plates. And, 
yes, for you fellow art nerds, the name Sel Rrose is 
an homage to Marcel Duchamp’s famous female alter 
ego, Rrose Sélavy (“Eros, c’est la vie”). The double R is 
supposed to be rolled. 


Opening up in the scenic Wainscott location 
previously occupied by Osteria Salina, Il Mulino 
New York—Hamptons is the easternmost outpost 


‘of the I] Mulino chain of restaurants. Known for its 


authentic renditions of Abbruzzese cuisine, I] Mulino 
New York aims for impeccable service and a fine dining 
experience.

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# United States, and so our winemakers have 
natural elements that enable us to make wines 
that are reflections of our land, our sea, our 
special place on the Atlantic and the wonderful 
way of life we have here. As winemakers, we 
can embody the concept of “what we grow 
together, goes together”—and that wine IS 
food. Long Island wines are made to express and 
enhance the natural resources and agriculture 
that define the East End character—anyone 
out here knows that we've got killer seafood, 
meats and produce right in our collective 
backyard! As a region, we winemakers have 
learned how to craft wines that work with 
our particular local food and culture. And 
isn’t it awesome that the East End has it’s own 
special place in the wine universe? 


When did you begin to truly appreciate wine? 

I was still in college, at Cornell University, and I’d 
signed up for an elective course that covered the basics 
about wines from around the world. I didn’t know 
anything about wine then, but I ended up discovering 
I'd had a latent passion for it! Through studying the 
geography and grape varieties from different regions, 
and attending tasting sessions, all of a sudden my 
world of food and wine busted “wine open.” 


What’s special about Long Island wine? 

I think we can all have great pride in our local 
agriculture. In a time when land is getting gobbled 
up to build for an exploding population, we can count 
ourselves very lucky for having such good land for 
growing and raising clean and nutritious food. We 
should seek out our local commodities in order to

ood food and drink are good in any language. 

Thankfully, we have a delicious convergence of 
various cuisines and traditions on the East End. And 
lucky for you I’m out there chomping and imbibing my 
way through them 24/7. 


#5 Basil is not yet in season but Schiavoni’s 
Housemade Pesto might convince you otherwise. 
It’s really salty and really tasty. I guess you might 
expect this from a local grocery store founded by 
Italian brothers in 1941. The old Sag Harbor store got 
something of a makeover during the off-season. There 
is a lot of gourmet cheese to be had. Roba buona! — 


#4 Was it the best fish taco I’ve ever eaten on 
any coast? No. Was it the best fried fish taco I’ve 
ever eaten on my way home from Southampton on 
a Monday night? Definitely. Aji “Authentic Mexican 
Food” truck provided. Ah, layers. Breaded and fried 
whitefish, freshly cut cabbage and radish, wrapped 
in a corn tortilla with a glob of guacamole and a lime 
wedge alongside... a bit of the sublime in my Prius, 
in the Milk Pail Fresh Market parking lot in Water 
Mill. Do squeeze lime juice on that filet AND give it 
a splash of one of the truck’s sauces—if you can—the 
last time I was in the Milk Pail I signed a petition to 
Southampton Town to allow the food trucks to return. 
(You, dear reader, may wish to sign that petition.) Sé 
que lo disfrutards! 


#3 Succotash. This corn stew is not a southern 
dish. It comes to us from the Narragansetts of Rhode 
Island. I studied up and created an East End version 


for my upcoming cookbook. All the dishes in the book 
have to pass my-husband-the-picky-eater-test. I tweak 
them until they get his passing grade—which is a pause 
after his first bite, followed by an “mmm.” Apparently 
this dish was off the charts, because he exclaimed, 
“This is really good!” Who am I to disagree? 


#2 Are you in desperate need of a wine to pair with 
a very dark chocolate dish? It happens. Channing 
Daughters Winery in Bridgehampton has just the 


thing, their Petit Verdot. This black grape is so 


very dark and deep it beckons with a promise of 
oblivion. The winery wants everyone to enjoy petit 
verdot, so they won't let you buy more than six bottles 
at a time. Sounds like a fabulous “lost weekend.” Se 
perdre dedans. 


#11] havea recipe in my upcoming cookbook for “kale 
poppers” that I’m quite happy with, but when I have 
the kale pakoras (always plural, in my experience) 
at Saaz Indian Cuisine in Southampton, all I can say 
is, “Ahh, the mothership!” These babies are so light 


they’re crunchy and they’re spiced to perfection. A’ 


green, round gift to the world from this age-old

IO Expert Tips to Help Reduce the Risks of Ticks 


A s the weather begins to warm, the threat 
of a tick-borne illness escalates. “Each 
season is becoming progressively worse and 
it’s critical that people within our communities 
take the right steps to keep themselves and 
their families safe when venturing out, as well 
as their properties,” says Brian Kelly, owner 
of East End Tick & Mosquito Control and a 
tick expert with more than two decades of 
experience in the industry. 

Kelly is driven by the philosophy that 
“prevention is better than a cure” and takes a 
proactive approach with tick safety. Memorial 
Day weekend brings the unofficial kick-off to 
summer, meaning plenty of outdoor fun in the 
sun, and plenty of opportunity for a run-in with 
ticks—which is why Kelly is offering up 10 tips 
for East End residents to help decrease the risk 
of contracting a tick-related illness: 


« Remember, ticks can be found anywhere. 
It's important to use repellent when going 
outdoors and to check for ticks often. 

¢ Keep pets confined to your landscaped 
lawn and never allow them to enter the woods or 
woods edge. 

_¢ If you stopped your pet’s tick prevention over the 
winter, get it started again NOW. 

¢ Implement a professional rodent control program 
around your home to reduce the number of ticks on 
your property. 

e Remind kids of the dangers of going into the woods 
and uncharted territory. Teach them how to check 
themselves, too.

FRIENDS DON’T LET FRIENDS AQUIRE TICK-RELATED DISEASES 


e Keep a tick removal kit ready so you are well- 
prepared if you do come across an embedded tick. 

« Keep your grass cut short and don’t over-water 
your plants and shrubs. Ticks are attracted to long 
grass and cool damp areas. 

e Ivy and other sorts of ground cover are tick hot 
spots and should be avoided. 

¢ As part of your spring yard clean-up, eliminate tick 
habitats by raking and removing leaves that may have 
blown into yard edges and under shady vegetation. 


e Spray monthly from April through October 
to control populations on your property. 


Forthose who may not know, thetransmission 
of Lyme disease is most commonly a result of 
bites by immature ticks called nymphs. The 
nymphs are less than 2 mm in size—comparable 
to a poppy seed—and are incredibly difficult to 
see, and the bites are painless. In addition to 
their small size, they typically attach at hard- 
to-see areas of the body such as the groin, 
armpits and scalp. 

As a result, bite victims contract Lyme 
disease—an acute inflammatory bacterial 
infection nicknamed “The Great Imitator” 
because symptoms are similar to many other 
diseases affecting all organs of the body, 
including the brain and nervous system, joints 
and muscles, and heart. 

“A new year brings new concerns,” 
Kelly says. For preventative measures and 
fighting the threat of tick-borne illness, “the 
time is now.”

Some examples he mentions are lupine, 
goldenrod, laurels, holly and dogwood—and this is just 
a sampling of the vast stable he plays with. 

Azevedo approaches each project as a work of art, 
almost like live flower arrangements. He plays with 
height and texture, working to achieve the perfect mix 
of color and greenery. He looks at the architecture of 
the house, and designs the landscaping to complement 
the style of the home. I could sense Azevedo’s genuine 
love for what he does as he spoke, telling me, “It’s a 
very detailed, beautiful process. I have a passion for 
color and flowers.”

$16.772 million in 2017 to

As for rentals, the medium level 
is struggling because of lack of 
inventory. People who would have 
rented old-school south-of-the- 
highway mansions now want new 
builds. The new builds are usually 
north of the highway, because 
that’s where the land is.
